Guatemala Laid Waste 


Reports from Russia indicate that the negotiations for peace bc- 


iven the Bolshivik government and the Teutonic allies have reached 
a virtual impase, owing to the unreasonable demands of the Teutons. 
Particularly distasteful to the Russians is the attitude of the central 
powers with regard to holding Poland, Lithunia and Corn-land, and 
[heir determination to retain garrisons at Riga, Libau and other Bal- 
tic ports. 


Petrograd, Russia, Tuesday, Jan. 1.

"If after the resumption of nego- 


tiations," the delegate said, "the Ger- 
mans insist upon these terms Russia 
will conclude peace not with the Ger- 
man imperialists but with the repre- 
sentatives of the people, the socialists 
ot Germany." 


The German.terms as submitted to 


(he Brest-Litovsk snfarence were re- 
ported in substance as follows: 


To Declare War at End; 


Article 1.—Russia and Germany are 


to declare the state of war r.t an end. 
Both nations are resolved to live to- 
gether in the future in peace and 
friendship on condition of complete 
reciprocity. Germany will be ready as 
soon as peace is concluded with Russia 
and the demoblization of the Russian 
army has been accomplished to evacu- 
ate her present positions in occupied 
Russian territory in so far as no dif- 
ferent inferences result from article 2. 


Article IT.—The Russian 
govern- 


ment having, in accordance with its 
principles proclaimed for all peoples 


during the war, this provision includ- 
ing requisitions. 


Indemnity for Breaking liaws. 


Article XI.—Each party is to pay 


for damage done within its own limits 
during the war by acts against inter- 
national law with regard to the sub- 
jects of other parties, in' particular 
their diplomatic and consular repre- 
sentatives as affecting their life, health 
or property. The amount is to be set 
by mixed commissions with neutral 
chairmen^ 


Article XII.—Prisoners of war who 


are invalids are to be immediately re- 
patriated.

prisoners is to be made as soon as 
possible, 
the time to be fixed by a 


German-Russian commission. 


Article XIII.—Civilian subjects, in- 


terned or exiled, are to be immediate- 
ly released and to be sent home with- 
out cost to them. 


Article XIV.—Russian subjects of 


German descent, particularly German 
colonists, may within ten years emi- 
grate to Germany, with the right to 
liquidate or transfer their property. 


Article XV.—Merchantmen of any 


of the contracting parties which were 
in ports of any other party at the be- 
ginning1 of the war, .and also vessels 
taken as prizes which have not been 
adjudged, are to be returned, or if that 
be impossible, to bo paid for. 


Article XVI.—Diplomatic and con- 


sular relations are to be resumed as 
soon as possible.

The Strte Food Commission provld- 


'ed for by chapter 813 of the laws of 
1917, immediately upon Its appoint- 
ment conferred with Mr. Hoover and 
the federal authorities and has worked 
out a plan of co-operation. 


At the conferance it v;as decided 


'that Inasmuch as under the act of 
Congress the federal authorities had 
'.certain broad powers, such as tho pow- 
ier to determine the control of trans- 
portation nnd distribution, the resula- 
j'tion of manufacturers, wholesalers, 
!»torag« nnd commission merchants, 


, tha enforcement of the law against 
'hoarding, which are largely matters 
\«t an Interstate character, these pow- 
ers could best be exercised under the 
federal act. 


The following quotation from the 


Agreement entered Into between the 
'State Food Commission and Mr. Hoo- 
jve'r shows the features of the work 
'that could best be enforced under the

"In relation to the activities of the

One Federal Board. 


In order to establish the greatest 


'possible co-operation it was agreed 
'that the three members of the State 


I Food Commission and the two federal 
^administrators for the state of New 
'jYork should be consolidated Into one 
federal i>oard, :wlth the president of 
ithe State Pood Commission us chair- 
man. Thus there has been created a 
.combination of power nnd authority 
which will enablo the national and 
state administrators unitedly to on- 
force and make effective the control 


- and distribution of the food supply 
within the state, tailing pd'vantage of 
the strongest provisions of both acts. 


On the 20th tiny of October tho city 


'of New York duly mildo Application for 
the power to buy, store ond sell food 
end fuel, and on November J, after n 
Bearing, the slate commission granted 
the city of New* York the power re- 
quested upon tho following conditions: 
First, thnt the grant should be revoca- 
ble by the commission nnd, second, 
that (he city of New York should make 
monthly reports to the commission of 
its operations.

Letters from officials of the federal 
government state that the census has 
given them the most valuable assist- 
ance In their recruiting work, In speed- 
Ing np ship construction and In seek- 
ing out alien enemies. 


Tho census has also bopn of great as- 


sistance to the Military Training Com- 
mission in carrying out the nrovisions 
of the act requiring compulsory mili- 
tary training for all boys above the 
age of sixteen and not over the ag« 
of nineteen. 


Daring the past summer the state 


faced a serious situation by reason of 
the absence of the National Guard. 
Not oply was It confronted with the 
same local problem as every other 
stat", namely, tnat of safeguarding the 
lives and property of its citizens, but 
also with tho added responsibility of 
gurrdlng Its railways and waterways 
over which large quantities of supplies 
were beins transported to the port of 
New York for shipment abroad to our 
soldiers and our allies. 


Section 3 of Article XI. of the Con- 


stitution of the state provides: 


". . . that there shall be main- 


tained at all times a force of not less 
than 10,000 enlisted men, fully uni- 
formed, armed, equipped, disciplined 
and ready for active service." 


To meet the constitutional provision, 


it was necessary to recruit a force to 
take the place of the National Guard 
as it was mustered Into the federal 
service. 


Organizing Nsw York Guard. 


The work of organizing the New 


York Guard was begun In July and 
was so well advanced on August 2. 
when the "War Department notified 
the adju'tant general that all the fed- 
eral Ized National Guard In the state 


school conditions. I was also informed 
that the measure had the approval of 
the officers of tho State Grange, who 
took the same view. 


While it was desigued to promote the 


consolidation of weak ond inefficient 
schools with the stronger and better 
equipped. Its framers apparently-over- 
looked the existing conditions In soir.o 
of the rural districts, and therefore un- 
t'.prtook practically to force the aboli- 
tion of many of the existing school 
'districts and th°lr union with stronger 
schools when such consolidation was 
impractical. 


The result seems to be a very large 


increase of taies among the rural dis- 
tricts without a corresponding Increase 
In equipment, int teaching or in effi- 
ciency. 


It has thrown upon some of the rural 


districts the burden of supporting, in 
largo measure, union free schools lo- 
cated In the larger villages of town- 
ships, and investigation has shown 
that the consolidation of eight or nine 
rural districts, some of which are five, 
six or seven miles from the central 
high school, cannot be accomplished 
advantageously at the present time. 


Another feature of the bill which is 


objectionable Is the fact that the town 
board of education is given power to 
raise by taxation the necessary ex- I 
penses of running the (schools, thus | 
depriving the people of the rlgi.. to 
vote on the amount of money to be 
expended for school purposes within 
the school district. 


As a general principle the continu- 


ance of-local self-government for the 
purpose of raising funds for local pub- 
lic expenditure should still be regard- 
ed as one of the fundamental safe- 
guards of our state. 


Taking Into consideration these nnd 


other objections to the law and bear- 
Ing In mind the practical demonstra- 
tion afforded by the experience of the 
,

Troops of the New York Guard, fully 
armed and equipped, replaced the fed- 
eralized National Guard on all state 
buildings and took over the guarding 
of 000 miles of canaL The state also, 
at the request of the mayor of the 
city of New York, 'assumed the guard- 
Ing of the Crpton and Cateklll aque- 
ducts, the property of the city of New 
York. 


During September the New York 


Guard was recruited up to full strength 
—that Is 10,000 men—and1 Is now re- 
cruited up to over 14,000. It has been 
armed with rides purchased by the 
state and Is being uniformed at the 
present time. 


All of the brigade and regimental 


commanding officers of the New York 
Guard have been trained In tho New 
York National Guard, and with but one 
exception have served with the units 


which It was enacted. It is my ballet 
that the best Interests of the state re- 
quire Its amendment. 


Agriculture. 


The Council of Farms and Markets 


provided for by Chapter 802 of the 
'Laws of 1917 has been appointed and 
Is proceeding to consolidate and re- 
organize the Department of Agricul- 
ture nnd the Department of Foods and 
Markets. 


I am confident that the men appoint- 


ed to tills council are in thorough sym- 
pathy with the needs of the farmer; 
some of them depend upon farms for 
their livelihood, while others have 
been successful in conserving and dis- 
tributing farm products.

Realizing the Importance of this j 


question, I requested the state engl-1 
tieer, the attorney general, the superin- 
tendent .of public works and the con- 
servation commissioner to study the 
question and to report to me their con- 
clusions and recommendations. 


Water Power and Electricity. 


In reading the report of the commit- 


tee appointed by me, whose recommen- j 
dations I heartily endorse, I hope you | 
will bear In mind the dlstlnctioa be- 
tween the state's selling water power 
and the generation of electricity which 
will result from the power furnished 
by the state. The committee Is op- 
posed to the state's "ntering Into the 
hydro-electric business, but believes 
that the state should reserve to Itself 
the risht to dispose of the latent power 
of the Impounded water. 


The recommendations of the com- 


mittee are as follows: 


"Your committee has decided'upon j 


submitting to you four suggestions, the I 
first two of which, while concrete In ; 
themselves, necessarily have a direct 
bearing upon the third and in the opin- 
ion of your committee shoold be effect 
ed in order to permit of a proper and 
certain accomplishment of the third 
suggestion. 
"J. To amend the constitution so as 


to take from the legislature the power 
to grant away," by private bills, the 
water powers of the state. 


"2. To repeal Article 7-a of the con- 


servation law, whleh provides for river 
regulation by storage reservoirs. 


"3. The immediate passage of appro- 


priate legislation to enable the state to 
develop the undeveloped water powers 
of the state through a commission to 
be appointed by the governor and to 
market ' the power thus developed 
under the direction of such commls- 
'sion. 


"4. The Immediate passage of appro- 


priate legislation authorizing the su- 
perintendent of public works, with the 
approval of the canal board, to dispose 
for proper returns by lease, of surplus 
water power created as n result of the 
construction of the barge canals." 


The Improved Canal System, 


The completion of the canal enlarge- 


ment project, authorized by Chapter 
147 of the Laws of 1003, is at hand.

The shipment of commodities by canal 
affords every advantage. 
If economy 


In movement is desired, the lower 
water rate will supply It. If the speedy 
receipt of goods is demanded, the 
canals will, with the certain freight 
congestion of nest summer, excel the 
railroads In time of delivery. 


Aside from the benefits which must 


accrue to the citizens of this state by 
the rehabilitation of canal commerce, 
the use of the new waterways is a 
military necessity. The needs' of the 
great American army abroad must be 
supplied at all costs. The armies of 
our allies roust be served. Without 
the fullest use of every means of 
transportation the situation, which al- 
ready Is acute, will be most serious by 
midsummer. A crisis In the transpor- 
tation situation Is at hand. It must 
be met and vigorous action taken to 
relieve It. Relief can be provided by 
a full utilization of the canals. They 
have a capacity of at least 10,000,000 
tons 'a year, which would be equal to 
the conservation of 500,000 freight 
cars annually, thus supplementing ex- 
isting tiansportation facilities to that 


^ 


3N"est summer the canal will be com- 


pleted, but the freight problem Is not ' 
solved merely by Its 
completion.

nies officered by energetic, capable 
men.

Changes in the Election Law. 


Inasmuch as the voters of the state 


were patrolled, 258 arrests made, with 
£07 convictions. 


It Is gratifying to note that there 


has been no conflict with the local au- 
thorities and that the troopers have 
not taken part In any Industrial dis- 
putes. 


The superintendent of state police 


requests the creation of one more 
troop, to be called n detached post 
troop. 
He states that If this troop, 


consisting of 45 troopers, 2 commis- 
sioned and 17 non-commissioned olH- 
cers, Is created, it will be years before 
the department need again be In- 
creased, as 25 posts can be established, 
which, added to the 10 stations already 
assigned, will make 85 stations, each 
with a radius of approximately 20 
miles. 
Three men could then be 


placed at each station—one a motor- 
cyclist, one on foot and one mounted. 
By this method practically every citi- 
zen would be within 20 miles from 
such post and by the use of the motor- 
cycle, quick service could be rendered. 


Powers of the State in War Time. 
A legal proceeding was brought to 


test the constitutionality of the stat- 
ute giving power to the commissioner 
of excise, with the approval of the 
governor, to regulate the traffic In 
liquor In certain territory during the 
war. 


The appellate division of the sec- 


ond department -unanimously held it 
constitutional. 


I quote so much of the opinion as 


bears upon the question: 


"This legislation now attacked is an 


emergency measure for the safety nnd 
efficiency of tlie enlisted men while in 
training and those engaged In muni- 
tion and equipment services equally 
Important. 
It is demanded by tlie 


'high behests of war,' which may call 
the people to every sacrifice. 


"Accustomed as^ we have become to 


the war powers of the federal govern- 
ment, we are not to overlook the un- 
questioned war powers still residing in 
the state. While the state cannot de- 


bound to render loyal aid to the gen- 
eral government In the effective pros- 
ecution of the war. After raising the 
military and Industrial personnel it Is 
still under a duty to safeguard them 
from evil influence, e-en when its citi- 
zens have been mustered Into the fed- 
eral military service. The state has 
also In good faith to co-operate in the 


struct and delay the production 
needed war material. Sales of intoxi- 
cants in this region have also led to 
serious assaults on government work- 
men passing through this neighbor- 
hood. Suspendlr™ the liquor traffic will 
abate most of th-se conditions, which 
otherwise may jeopardize the arming 
and equipment of transports and other 
government shipping as well as endan- 
gering the efficient output of muni- 
tions.

The 
vast field of the Washington executive 
already overburdens the President, He 
should not be called on to supplement, 
and certainly not to replace, the pioper 
and legitimate exercise of the police 


and of the legal questions Involved. 


There is probably very little ques 


tion as to the authority of Congress 
to pass such an act under Its war 
powers, but a more serious question Is 
Involved in regard to the power of a 
state legislature. However, the deci- 
sion of the Appellate Division hereto- 
fore quoted, unless reversed by the 
Court of Appeals, may be regarded as 
authority ns to the constitutionality of 
such legislation. 


There appears to be no general de- 


mand for Important changes in our 
laws or for much new legislation. 


From 1S66 to 1917, with but short In- 


terruption, our country enjoyed peace 
and escaped the sorrows of war. Un- 
der these conditions our statute law 
was built up. Now, when we' are en- 
gaged In the greatest struggle that 
the world has ever known, we may 
find some changes necessary, but it Is 
well to remember that the statutory 
law Is the result of nn evolution cover- 
Ing a number of years and Is based on 
experience. 
I am apprehensive lest in the name 


of patriotism some unnecessary and 
uuwlse legislation may be enacted, and 
I, therefore, urge upon you the great- 
est care In considering proposed legis- 
lation. 


While I feel It my duty to call your 


attention to what this state has ac- 
complished so far In the war, and It 
Is with deep gratification that I do so, 
I realize, as of course you do, that we 
are not merely New Yorkers—we are 
Americans. 


In the army and the navy, citizens 


from every state, sons and grandsons 
of those who wore the blue and those 
who wore the gray, the rich nnd the 
poor, stand side by side, meet the same 
danger, onduro the same privation, and 
In the end will share the same victory. 


As In the army und the navy, our 


citizens are fighting shoulder to shoul- 
der, regardless of former conditions or 
differences, let u? also worlc together, 
earnestly nnd unselfishly striving to 
the utmost to do not only our bit, but 
our host to Insure the triumph of our 
cause.
